WAS H I N GTO N I House Speaker Nancy Pelo- 
si bluntly accused the CIA on Thursday of 
misleading her and other lawmakers about 
its use of waterboarding during the Bush 
administration, escalating a controversy 
grown to include both political parties, the 
spy agency and the White House. 

“It is not the policy of this agency to mis- 
lead the United States Congress,” respond- 
ed CIA spokesman George Little, although 
he refused to answer directly when asked 
whether Pelosi’s accusation was accurate. 

But the House’s top Democrat was 
unequivocal about a CIA briefing she 
received in the fall of 2002. “We were told 
that waterboarding was not being used,” the 
speaker said. “That’s the only mention, that 
they were not using it. And we now know 
that earlier they were.” 

Pelosi also disputed Republican charges 
that she was complicit in the use of water- 
boarding, and she suggested the GOP was 
trying to shift the focus of public attention 
away from the Bush administration’s use of

Study: Herb capsules 
seem to tone down 
nausea in treatment 

H E A LT H I Ginger, long used as a folk 
remedy for soothing tummy aches, 
helped tame one of the most dread- 
ed side effects of cancer treatment 
— nausea from chemotherapy — 
the first large study to test the herb 
for this has found. 

People who started taking gin- 
ger capsules several days before a 
chemo infusion had fewer and less 
severe bouts of nausea afterward 
than others who were given dummy 
capsules, the study found. 

“We were slightly beside our- 
selves” to see how much it helped, 
said study leader Julie Ryan. 

But don’t reach for the ginger 
ale. Many sodas and cookies con- 
tain only flavoring — not real gin- 
ger, Ryan said. Her study tested a 
drug-like ginger root extract. 

Ginger capsules may offer a 
cheap, simple way to fight nausea, 
which is far more than just a qual- 
ity-of-life issue, doctors say. Some 
cancer patients cut treatment short 
or refuse chemo altogether because 
of nausea, hurting their chances 
of beating the disease, (ap) 


Dems Ponder Insurance Mandate 


House plan would 
require everyone to 
have health coverage 



WASHINGTON I House Democrats 
are crafting a plan that would 
require all Americans to carry 
health insurance and would help 
families making less than $88,000 
pay the premiums. Employers, too, 
would have to help foot the bill. 

It’s the latest development in 
President Obama’s push to fix 
the ailing U.S. health care system 
by getting the government more 
deeply involved. 

Obama has said the final leg- 
islation must rein in costs, guar- 
antee choice of health plans and 
medical providers, and ensure 
that all Americans have access 
to affordable coverage. But he’s 
leaving it to Congress to work out 
the details. 

Responding to a question at a 
town hall-style meeting in New 
Mexico on Thursday, Obama said 
he expects a plan from Congress 
that will be a “vast improvement” 
over the current system. 

A document obtained by The 


Associated Press provides an early 
look at where Democratic leaders 
in the House are heading as they 
try to meet an ambitious July 31 
deadline for passing their version 
of the legislation. The Senate is 
working on a similar plan, with 
some key differences. 


The plan by the House Energy 
and Commerce Committee would 
build on the current system in 
which employers, government and 
individuals share responsibility for 
health insurance. 

The House document also calls 
for a new government insurance 


plan to compete with private com- 
panies. It would be financed by 
premium payments. 

Insurers are strongly opposed 
to a government-sponsored plan,

One year after cancer 
diagnosis, Kennedy is 
keeping goals in sight 

BOSTON I Between doctors’ 
appointments, Edward Kenne- 
dy has been working the phones, 
urging Senate colleagues to pass a 
health care bill. He’s trying to fin- 
ish his memoirs. And he’s oversee- 
ing the design of a namesake build- 
ing to stand next to his brother’s 
presidential library. 

A year after being diagnosed 
with terminal brain cancer, the 
77-year-old last surviving Kennedy 
brother has defied some doctors’ 
expectations and worked steadily 
to cement his personal and politi- 
cal legacies. 

“He’s taken about every bit of 
human tragedy you could, and 
nothing has stopped his human 
purpose for what we are all here

to do,” said Paul Kirk, a longtime 
family friend. 

Kennedy learned he had a 
malignant tumor called a glioma 
after suffering a seizure on May 
17, 2008. The prognosis was grim: 
Median survival for the worst form 
of gliomas is 12 to 15 months. 

After he was diagnosed, Kenne- 
dy gathered top cancer specialists 
and slipped away to North Caroli- 
na to undergo a risky surgery. 

Just a month later, he returned 
triumphantly to the Senate to cast 
a decisive vote on a Medicare bill. 
In January, Kennedy fulfilled his 


promise to attend Barack Obama’s 
inauguration. But his collapse at a 
lunch after the swearing-in was a 
reminder of Kennedy’s frailty. 

Doctors blamed the senator’s 
collapse on fatigue from being out- 
side in the cold for the ceremony, 
but the episode also underscored 
the urgency behind Kennedy’s 
efforts to secure his legacy. 

In addition to his memoirs, 
Kennedy has been completing the 
final phase of an oral history proj- 
ect for the University of Virginia. 
And he’s monitored the design of 
the Edward M. Kennedy Insti- 
tute, which will seek to educate 
the public about the Senate. 

Kennedy has made only ahand- 
ful of public statements since he 
was first stricken with cancer, 
including brief remarks at a White 
House health care conference in 
March. 

“I look forward to being a 
foot soldier in this undertaking,” 
Kennedy said at the health care 
event. “This time, we will not fail.”

Memoir 

Book reveals leader’s 
views on stifled 1989 
democracy movement 

BEIJING I It took hours of secret 
recordings and years of clandes- 
tine planning to get the material 
smuggled out and translated. 

But just weeks before the 20th 
anniversary of the Tiananmen 
Square democracy movement’s 
brutal quelling, the Chinese lead- 
er ousted for opposing the crack- 
down has broken his silence in a 
posthumous memoir that gives a 
rare insight to the inner workings 
of the Communist Party during a 
critical time. 


And in a conclusion extraordi- 
nary for someone who devoted his 
career to the party, Zhao Ziyang 


also urges China to become a par- 
liamentary democracy in order to 
truly modernize. 


Dissent 

The 306-page “Prisoner of the 
State: The Secret Journal of Pre- 
mier Zhao Ziyang” was crafted over 
four years from nearly 30 hours of 
tapes recorded in secret by Zhao, 
who lived under house arrest for 
15 years before dying in 2005. 
Scheduled for worldwide release on 
May 19, the book details how leaders 
grappled with the 1989 protests. 

While it may raise eyebrows 
among the Communist Party lead- 
ership, “Prisoner of the State” is 
unlikely to cause real waves among 
top cadres. The leaders who took 
over after Zhao maintain that the 
crushing of the Tiananmen pro- 
tests paved the way for China’s eco- 
nomic success.

With General Motors Corp. 


expected to announce it will close 
about 1,100 dealerships, the cri- 
sis in the auto industry is reach- 
ing far beyond the front doors 
of Americans who live far from 
Detroit. 


Millerstown Chrysler will try to 
survive by selling used cars. Oth- 
erwise, the town of 700 will lose 
one of its largest employers and a 
major source of tax revenue. And 
in other communities that depend 
on dealers for everything from 
newspaper advertising to Little 
League sponsorships, the ripple 
effect could be devastating. Deal- 
erships on the closing list are in 
every state but Alaska. 

The National Automobile Deal- 
ers Association says about 40,000 
people work at the affected deal- 
erships. 

Chrysler said in its filing that 
sales are too low at many of the 
dealerships. Half its dealers 
account for 90 percent of its sales, 
and the company is trying to cut 
poor performers that compete for 
the same customers. 

Chrysler said it wants to shed 
the dealerships by June 9. (ap)

Hotel contractor told 
to prevent dispersal 
of plastic foam bits 

Montgomery County officials will 
allow Donohoe Construction to 
continue work at a Bethesda hotel 
site, despite complaints from near- 
by offices that the company has not 
done enough to limit dispersal of 
millions of plastic foam particles. 

Bob Hoyt, the county’s envi- 
ronment director, sent inspectors 
Thursday morning to the site on 
Waverly Street where Donohoe is 
building a Hilton Garden Inn, The 
inspectors told a company official to 
spread more netting to block disper- 
sal of the particles, which have been

flying from the site since late March, 
according to county records. 

“What we have seen is contin- 
ued efforts by the contractor to 
do everything he can to prevent 


the dispersal of styrofoam off the 
site,” Hoyt said. 

Earlier Thursday, County Coun- 
cil member George Leventhal asked 
county officials to consider order- 
ing the company to stop work at the 
site until more efforts are made to 
limit dispersal of particles. 

“This is unacceptable,” Leven- 
thal said. 

In recent weeks, office work- 
ers around the site and a county 
inspector have documented piles of 
the particles throughout the area, 
including some that have landed 
several blocks away, as well as in 
a nearby stream on the George- 
town Branch walker-biker trail.

because she wasn’t nominated to 
any of the Triple Crown races. Her 
previous owners had expected her 
to compete strictly against her own 
gender. But she’s clobbered the 
other girls. And she’s larger than 
the Kentucky Derby winner. 

“I think the fans deserve to see 
the best horses compete regardless 
of sex,” co-owner Jess Jackson said 
on a conference call Wednesday. 
“This isn’t about male or female; 
it’s about the best athletes.” 

Rachel Alexandra has won five 
consecutive races by a combined 
43 1/2 lengths, virtually lapping the 
field and drawing comparisons to 
legendary fillies Ruffian and Win- 
ning Colors. 

Now she’s trying to achieve a 
feat unmatched since 1924, when 
Nellie Morse was the last of four 
fillies to win the 134-year-old 
Preakness. “She has the appetite 
and the skill to compete,” Jackson 
said. “We don’t know how good she 
is, so we’re trying to define her.” 

D. Wayne Lukas, the Hall of 
Fame trainer who saddled Winning 
Colors, thinks Rachel Alexandra 
is a perfect candidate to take on 
the boys. He said her dominance 
of fellow females, front-running 
style and pedigree suggests she can 
handle the 1 3/l6-mile distance. 
“She is definitely the one to beat,”

Blessed Sequel 


‘Angels and Demons’ soars 
above ‘The Da Vinci Code/ 
its clumsy predecessor 

FILM I “Angels & Demons” is more entertain- 
ing and less self-serious than the dense and 
dreary yet enormously successful “The Da 
Vinci Code.” 

In adapting another of author Dan Brown’s 
religious-mystery page-turners, director Ron 
Howard wisely gave in to its beat-the-clock 
thriller elements, which makes for a more enjoy- 
able summer movie experience. The brouhaha 
has long since abated among Catholics, albinos, 
“Da Vinci Code” purists, what have you, and all 
that’s left is air-conditioned escapism. 

But its twists, turns and revelations are just 
as ridiculous as those in the first film — perhaps 
even more so — and it breezes through arcane 
details with just as much dizzying speed. 

Besides Howard, the key players are back 
from that 2006 international hit, including 
Tom Hanks as Harvard professor and sym- 
bologist Robert Langdon, and Akiva Golds- 
man as screenwriter (with David Koepp col- 
laborating on the script).

Her arrival also allows for such standard 
action-picture dialogue as, “Can you deacti- 
vate the device?” 

The most laughable part of the story? We 
won’t give it away entirely for those who haven’t 
read the book.

F I L M I “Rudo y Cursi” is enormous- 
ly hackneyed in concept yet sur- 
prisingly enjoyable in execution, 
thanks to some amusing, surreal 
details and the genuine cama- 
raderie of Diego Luna and Gael 
Garcia Bernal. 

You think you know where it’s 
going, this story about the rise 
and fall of a couple aspiring soccer 
players (who happen to be com- 
petitive brothers, another famil- 
iar theme). But the naturalism of 


writer- director Carlos Cuaron’s 
approach is too compelling, as is, 
conversely, the liveliness of co-stars 
Luna and Garcia Bernal, longtime 
friends reunited for the first time 
on the big screen since the 2002 
hit “Y Tu Mama Tambien.” 

Cuaron, who co-wrote that 
movie, makes his feature debut 
here; it’s also the first film from his 
brother Alfonso Cuaron and fel- 
low Mexican directors Alejandro 
Gonzalez Inarritu and Guillermo 
del Toro through their new com- 
pany, Cha Cha Cha. 

Alfonso Cuaron has said the on- 
screen relationship isn’t necessarily 
a reflection of his own childhood 
with his younger brother, but Car- 
los Cuaron has a clear affection for 
the way these guys tease, torment 
and ultimately stick by each other.

But 
most of all, we thank thee for director J. J. 
Abrams, who proves such an able stew- 
ard of this narrative and these characters. 
We thank thee for imbuing Abrams with 
taste and conscience enough to guaran- 
tee that the franchise will once again live 
long and prosper. May he do the same. 
Amen, (ah)

‘Farrah’s Story’ details 
the actress’ struggle 
to overcome cancer 

ILLNESS I “Farrah’s Story” 
(9 p.m., NBC, Fri.) is an unvar- 
nished look at Farrah Fawcett’s 
struggle to overcome cancer with 
her dignity intact. 

Fawcett’s close friend Alana 
Stewart was a producer on the 
project and filmed Fawcett as she 
endured chemotherapy and other 
grueling treatments. Fawcett was 
diagnosed in 2006 with anal can- 
cer that has spread to her liver. 

Fawcett is doing “OK,” said a 
guarded Ryan O’Neal, Farrah’s 
longtime companion. He’s portrayed 
as a steady presence, although the 
two ended their long romantic rela- 
tionship in the late 1990s. 

Fawcett, 62, is in a “very rocky 


place,” O’Neal said. “We put on a 
brave front, always, when we’re 
with her.

In the film, he expresses concern 
about how the loss of Fawcett would 
affect their son, Redmond O’Neal, 
24, who was just admitted into a 
court-ordered drug program. 


Although a private person, Fawc- 
ett realized her experience could 
inspire others, Stewart said in an 
interview. 

“Farrah’s Story” will show her 
“incredible strength,” Stewart said. 
“Her big message is no matter what 
they say to you, keep fighting.”
